The rebels were mount- 
ed, and were above fifty strong. 

About four hundred sick are with Sigel, in- 
cluding one hundred and twenty belonging to 
the J5th IIlinols. 

Colonel Greusel has received information 
that the flag left on Texas county Court House, 
at Houston, was still flying on Thursday last, 
thus contradicting the report of its removal.
